On a small chesl nt drawers are Herzen's hell, 
o seal hearing Ihc huaua ol Schiller, candlesticks 
and a sheet ol puper with writing on It. Wo get 
the impression that llio host, whoso name rome 
to ho Idenlllled with the love of freedom, has 
Just left. 

Alexander fterzen (1812-1070), the Russian 
revolutionary democrat and writer, devoted his 
whole llio to the liberation of the Russian peo- 
ple, Persecuted by the tsarist government, Ito 
and hie family went abroad. In 1052 ho settled 
In London, whore ho started publishing tho 
“Polar Star 1 ' magazine and luter "Kolokol", a 
publication of major Imporlanco In the history 
of the Russian revoluilonary movement. “My 
Past and Thoughts”, o chronicle of social life In 
Russia and Europe, brought Herzen much ac- 
claim. 

The fate ol Ilmen's archives reflects In Its 
own way the hard Hie ot their ownor, the un- 
ceasing censorship, harassment and police sur- 
veillance, tho endless departures from one 
country to another and the need (or rigorous 
conspiratorial work on which the aecurlly ol

An early traiislatinn into Tajik 
r.r Avicenna's "Hre Canon ol 
Medlrlnc" has found tis way 
Into iho manuscript repository 
of the Institute ot Oriental 
studies of the To |ik Academy of 
Sciences.

'The Treasure ol Khwailzm- 
Shakh", Is nearly 900 years old. 

Many of ihe 15.000 Items In 
the repository have a remarkable 
history Among them li the only 
complete collection of works by 
Saadi in the world, ft was made 
by a very skilful calligrapher 
during the great poet and 
thinker's lifetime In his home 
town of Shiraz.
